Macon, May 12.—[Special.]—At 9:30 a. m., 


today, the state Sunday school convention as- 


_ gembied at the Presbyterian church, on Maul- 
berry street. Rev. A. M. Wynn, of Macon, 
- conducted the devotional exercises,which{con- 
“sisted in a service of prayer and praise, after 
- which the convention was called to order by 
_Mr.-R. 8. Reppard, of Savannah, presiaent of 
the association. 

The address of welcome was then delivered 
by Dr. A. J. Battle, president of Mercer uni- 
versity, in his happiest style. Dr. Battle’s 
powers of eloquence and wonderful facility of 
expression Were never better illustrated than 
in this welcome to the Christian workers who 
have chosen our city for their annual conven- 
tion. 

President Reppard’s response was a most 
interesting and entertaining talk. Mr. Rep- 
pard has long been identified with Sunday 
school work, and is distinguished for his zeal 
and earnestness in bringing about organized 
labor in the vineyard of the Master. Georgia 
is indebted, in a great measure, to his uns 
wearied efforts in this line, and his address to- 
day was full of words of wisdom and good 
counsel, 

Tha appointment of committees on creden- 
tials, nominations and resolutions was next in 
order. The committee on credentials 
consisted of five appointed by the chair- 
man,. asfollows: J. L. Bowles, Au- 
gusta, chairman, C. B. Ellis, Macon, Walter L. 
Sessions, Marietta, J. B. Leonard, Atlanta, 
and 8S. F. Livingston, Covington. During a 
recess of ten minutes this committee proceeded 
with their work. — 

Committees of eleven on nominations and 
three on resolutions were then appointed. The 
reading of the minutes of the last convention 
was next in order, and was followed by the 
report of the president. This report was full 
and complete and of a most cheering charac- 
ter. The reports of the executive committee, 
the secretary and treasurer, anda number of 
specsal committees were then read and ap- 

roved, The convention then adjourned for 
inner. 

At 3 p.m. the convention reassembled and 
after devotional exercises, the report of com- 
mittee on credentials was heard. 

Then came the roll of district superintend- 
ents, who reported the affairs of the associa- 
tions under their jurisdiction. There are 


twenty-nine districts, and these reports took 


up considerable time. , 

Three ministers’ speeches were then re- 
porfed by speakers selected by county dele- 
gates, and these reports were feceived with 
@ great deal of interest by the convention. 

The night session was opened by a service 
of song, led by J. W. Wallace, of Augusta. 
This was one of the most interesting and de- 
lightful features of the day, and a large con- 
gregation witnessed it. 

Judge W. R. Hammond, of Atlanta, then de- 
livered a masterly address on ‘‘What are the 
Conditions of the Highest Success in Sunday 
School Life?’ This question was discussed in 
a thorough manner by various speakers in five 
minutes’ talks, after which the meeting ad- 
journed. , 

Tomorrow the programme includes many 
features of special interest, and some of the 
finest speakers in the state will address the 
cohvention on matters of vital interest to 
Christian workers. The subjects for discus- 
sien are well chosen, and those who attend 
may count on a rare treat.

The spring session of the North Georgia 
Conference Holiness association will be held 
in Griffin, commencing onthe 24th of May 
and continuing until the 30th.

The stamp mill at Nacoochee is now shut 
down, anda number of hands are at work 
cleaning out the nine mile canal that was 
filled up by the big rain of last month and the 
winter freezes. This gold mine has been 
paying right along, and willscon be sta:ted 
up again. 

In Milton county one. of Judge Nesbit’s bee 
hives produced six poundsfof honey in a 
single day last week. He weighed the hivein 
the morning before the bees had gone out and 
again at night after they were all in, and found 
the increased weight of the hive to be eight 
pounds. He weighed it again next morning 
found the weight only six pounds greater than 
the morning before. He says the two pounds 
lost in the night was due to evaporation, the 
honey when first made being quite watery. 

Itis roughly estimated that Savannah con- 
sumed last week 2,000 gallons of liquors of 
different kinds. Champagne and artillery 
punch flowed by the barrel. The Chathams 
had of one brand of champagne alone ( Perrier, 
Jouet & Co.’s extra dry) some 1,500 quarts. 
Other champagnes, clarets, sherries; etc., 
swelled the total number of quarts of wine to 
4,000. In private entertainments barrels of 
wine were consumed, At the bars beer held 
its own pretty well, although a larger trade 
was done in fine liquors than perhaps was ever 
done here before. 


A letter to Albany from Rev. R. T. Hanks 
in Dallas, Texas, says: “I expected to have 
started today to the Southern Baptist conven- 
tion, in Montgomery, and to go thence to Al- 
bany, but my mother is lying at the point of 
death in my home, and I cannot leave her. 
My fond hopes of seeing my frierds in Albany, 
aud of visiting once more the little graves of 
my children, cannot now be realized. Before 
these lines are read by those who are expect- 
ing me in Albany, in all human probability [ 
shall bave buried al] that is mortal of my 
mother by the remains of my sainted father.’ 


The Gwinnett Herald says that George 
Biown, son of Mr. Giibert Lrown, went out in 
the woods, near his home, to try his pistol. 
He snapped it to see if it would fire; as no ro- 
port came, he concluded to look down the bar- 
rel to see if it was loaded, and it was. Just 
as he got the barrel in range of his eye, it fired, 
and the bal! struck between the right eye and 
nose, and glanced, coming out in the corner of 
hiseye. The wound shocked him very much, 
and a gentleman passing along heard his 
groans and went to his relief He wag carried 
home, and a physician sent for, who dressed 
the wound. 

The burning of the Cherokee manu fhétur- 
ing works on the evening of the 10th ins¥anf 
is a great calamity to Dalton: About $30,000 
was involved, without a dollar’s insurance. 
The property was owned by Mr, David Bukof- 
zer, Henry A. Russell, H. C. Babcock and 
Thomas Kirby, all good business men and en- 
terprising citizens. The works at present also 
afforded employment for about twenty-five 
bands who are now thrown outof employ- 
ment. The loss consiste: of the building and 
machinery, several hundred thousand feet of 
lumber and a large quantity of furniture on 
hand, .The fire originated in the region of 
the engine about 74 o’clock p. m., and al- 
thongh the watchman, Mr. Adams, was on 
hand, the flames caught so suddenly and 
spread so rapidly that alarm was useless and 
too late.

Phil Revere happening to be near 
by, ran to his assistance and beat the dog off.

On all stubble lands it is 
being fearfully destroyed by the bugs, called 
here the “cotton flea,” a very small insect, 
jumping and hopping when approached, seek- 
ing its abode in the dry, loose eatrh, rendered 
porus by the stubble that has been 
mixed with the soil by plowing. 
Wheat a perfect failure and about the 
Jast spark of hope is expiring of the oat crop. 
The extreme dry weather is the cause of the 
condition of the oat crop that was so promis- 
inga few days ago; and the wheat having 
been killed out, until it is too thin, by last 
winter’s cold. Corn small, but good stands, 
and looking wel], haying been worked over is 
clean and in good condition to receive rain 
when it does come, and will then grow fast, as 
the Jand has been generally well prepared and 
fertilized, with over the average crop planted. 
Fruit of all varieties isdoing well. The trees 
are not so heavily loaded as last year, yet there 
is a good crop, and on account of there not 
being so much on the trees will make it larger 
and more serviceable. Stock of all kinds is 
Ccoing well. A poor cow, hog or horse is some: 
thing rarely seen now. Since we have had the 
stock law adopted, all stock are improving in 
Jooks, and more beneficial as toe their retpect- 
ive uses. Labor, on account of the drouth, is 
not much in demand. But little work todo 
on the farm causes day hands to be on foot 
while the employers ride.

coming into the tournament upon the same 
train bearing the old veteran.

the procession. In passing the hotels*the old 
hero was saluted by crowds of ladies in the 
balconies. The old yell went up from the 
masses on the pavements until cheer begetting 
cheer, the enthusiasm became general. A large 
number of carriages and vehicles cempleted 
the cavalcade, which, after doubling the public 
square, drew up and dismissed at the Allen 
hovse. During the dinner interval he 
was waited on by crowds of old soldiers with 
pledges of renewed allegiance, and by several 
committees from neighboring countics anx- 
ious to make appointments for him to address 
their people. 

This afternoon in the presence of fifteen 
hundred people General Gordon was happily 
introduced by Mr. Thornton Wheatley, and 
held the enthusiastic attention of the crowd 
for more than an hour. In the outset of his 
remarks he mentioned that it had been pre- 
dicted by his opponents that the campaign 
was to be a bitter one, and whilstodisclaiming 
for himself all’sentiment of this sort, he review- 
ed, with the most pathetic effect, the period 
of real bitterness during and immediately 
subsequent to the war. He claimd abundant 
-reasons for being himself 

IN THE BEST POSSIBLE HUMOR 
with mankind at large. He alluded to the 
fact that a candidate for anything who had 
the hostility of the Macon Telegraph hada 
carte blanche to the position to which he 


aspired. He would, therefore, repeat his 
messages of affection to that valuable 
organ for its efforts in his behalf. Refer- 


ring to objections to his candidacy, he 
mentioned the one of Mr.Bacon’s being first in 
the field. Hecould not see how Mr. Bacon 
could preempt the right to run for governor 
of Georgia, although he might understand how 
he could be barred by the statute of limitation. 
Disposing of the charge that he had been 
brought out by the Atlanta ring he mentioned 
the fact that ex-Governor Smith, the most ter- 
rible denunciator of that celebrated 
circle, together with the eloquent Dr. Miller, 
were among his strongest supporters, and con- 
‘Iuded with the statement that the Macon 
Telegraph, in speaking of the Mongomery 
ceremony, referred to the fact that Judge Blan- 
tord,the incorruptible jurist,was over there and 
would care for Mr. Bacon’s interest. He men- 
tioned the fact that the judge was another one 
of his supporters, and again begged to tender 
the Telegraph his love. Referring to the ex- 
pressed apprehension that if elected governor

WOULD STEAL THE STATE ROAD, 
he would say that it is a matter of record 
that he declined a sbare of that road, when it 
could bave been immediately cashed for $59,- 
000, and that, therefore, he thought that 
any falarm of this sort could be quietly 
‘dismissed. In relation to the railroad com- 
mission he declared he did not have to make 
his record immediately after his candidacy. 
That he was just where he was fifteen years 
ago. That whilst the railroads had rights to 


be protected and whilst they were necessi- 


ties to the growing welfare of the state, 
he still admonished the people to stand by the 
commission. That the power of the commis- 
sion should be zedlously and scrupulously 
maintained. He referred to the fact of Mr. 
Bacon being the «candidate ofthe railroads. 
He did not understand such 
& power, but he was born in a 
school of politics which taught that the pow- 
‘ex of the people was supreme. 

In conclusion he alluded to the methods 
which were sought to be introduced in the se- 
lection of delegates to the convention, claim- 
ing that whilst a meeting of a dozen people 
might represent the§ sense of a county, that

was indisputable, and the one correct method. 

During the progress of the general’s speech, 
it was interesting te observe the effect on his 
lady hearers.

The meeting adjourned with cheers for Gor-

WHEN ATLANTA WILL WET HER 
WHISTLE WITH WATER.

Gossip Touching the Chance of Flanking the Probi- 
bition Law—A Talk With Judge Henry 8B. 
Tompkins--The Best Way for the Liquor 
Men to Proceed—News of Interest. 


* 
~The newly sprang question of the city’s 
fight to grant liquor license in spite of the 
prohibition law was very generally discussed 
yesterday. 

As it is now only six weeks until the law is 
to go into effect, interest in the matter has 
been revived and is now at a high pitch. 

Opinions differ as to the law on the subject; 
but from a conversation which a CoNnsTITU- 
TION reporter had yesterday with Judge 
Henry B. Tompkins, it appears that the 
liquor men do not hope for relief through the 
apparent conflict between the city charter 
and the local option law. It will be remem- 
bered that Judge Tompkins was an enthu- 
siastic anti-prohibitionist and was of counsel 
in the contests that were made over the elec- 
tion. 

VIEWS OF JUDGE TOMPKINS. 

= reply to a question, Judge Tompkins 

said : 
“I scarcelyfthink the clause in the charter 
of the city of Atlanta, conferring on the may- 
or and general council the power ‘to regulate 
the retail of ardent spirits within the corpo- 
rate limits,’ etc., will be made available to 
prevent the local option legislation from going 
into effect on the first of July, when the pres- 
ent licenses are out. That power in their 
charter contemplates that it is lawful to grant 
Jicenses to sell liquor in Atlanta. If it is not 
lawful, then the city cannot issue the license 
to sell; and it is hardly probable that the city 
authorities will decline to regard a law that 
is not yet declared unconstitutional by the 


courts. Taking the local option law as consti- 
tutional, it repeals the city’s right 
to grant liquor licenses, for nei- 
ther the whole nor any part of a 


municipal charter is a contract that the legis- 
iature cannot repeal at will, where the repeal- 
ing act clearly shows the intent so todo. Of 
course, if the city authorities should 
GO ON AND ISSUE THE LICENSES 

to retail liquors in the corporate limits of 
Atlanta, then when the person to whom this 
license was granted should be indicted under 
the loca] option law, he could defend himself 
on the ground that his license was good be- 
cause the local option law was void. This 
would bring up the question which the courts 
have not yet passed upon. So far the courts 
have held that the cases brought by the liquor 
dealers were premature, as the law had not 
been put in force, and no one had been arrest- 
ed for its violation.” | 

“Whatdo you think the courts would do 
with a bona fine case made after the law was 
put in operation?” 

“In view of the uncertainties connected 
with all judicial questions, it was agreed by 
the counsel forthe liquor dealers that it was 
proper to test the matters before the courts, as 
was done. I accept as correct the rulings of 
the courts in the cases made, but that does not 
change my opinion as tothe entire unconsti- 
tutionality of the local option law, and I be- 
lieve with a real case the courts would be 
bound so. to hold.”’ 

HOW IT CAN BE TESTED. 

“How can the matter best be tested?” 

“If the city authorities shall decline to issue 
license, any liquor dealer could keep on sell- 
ing, make formal application for license, and 
if he was tried, convicted and imprisoned by 
the state court, he could have a writ of ha- 
beas corpus to a United States judge or court, 
on the ground that he was illegally restrained 
of his hberty under a state law which was ob- 
noxious to the United States constitution. 
With such a case made [have all along con- 
tended the local option legislation would be 
held void. And I think the judgment would 
go tothe extent of setting aside the whole 
law, and not only that part affecting ‘domes- 
tic wines.’ The pilot case published in THE 
CONSTITUTION of today bears upon this point. 
In that case the supreme court of Georgia 
hold that a defective section of the code 
could be made effective by striking out the 
illegal parts. But the United States supreme 
court reverses this ruling, and decides that 
the whole section is void, because the bad aud 
the good are not separable. I think, there- 
fore, that the city authorities could legally go 
on and issue licenses to retail liquors in At- 
lanta, just as the county could legally go on 
and issue licenses to wholesale dealers; not 
because the local option legislation, if valid, 
did not repeal the 27th section of the charter 
of rE city, but because the local option act is 
void. 

The Liquor Dealers’ associasion met last 
night in response to a call issued by the presi- 
dent, Mr. Peter Lynch. The meeting was a 
secret one, and notwithstanding the fact that 
the call had created a great deal of interest 
throughout the city. nothing could be ascer- 
tained last night relative to what was done. 
The members who were present decline posi- 
tively to talk, saying that those present gave 
an aksolute promise of secrecy, It is generally 
believed that the chartered right of the city to 
issue liquor licenses was discussed. 
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TWO MORE UNFGRTUNATES. 


The Postoffice Inspectors After the Mail 
Meddlers. 

The postoflice inspectors are getting in some 
lively work. 

Last August, Louis Leffler, a clerk in the 
Savannah postoftice, was arrested by Inspector 
Hancock, ona charge of stealing a letter con- 
taining a money order, and forging a signature 


to same, upon which he obtain- 
ed the money. Leffler is a 
young boy about eighteen years old, In the

-Much interest is felt among the Catholic 
citizens of Atlanta over the coming of Bishop 
Becker, who has been transferred to the see 
of Savannah. .At a meeting of representative 
Catholic gentlemen, held at the parochial 
residence last night, Mr. P. J. Moran was 
called tothe chair and Mr. J. F. O’Neill was 
elected secretary.

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FOOD FOR CARP. __ 
Commissioner J. T. Suggests a 
Pian to Provide puliotesense MEtaee Carp. 
In the agricultural department, yesterday 
afternoon, a CONSTITUTION reporter found 
Commissioner J. T. Henderson at his desk 
scanning the pages of a work on fish culture. 

“Are you picking out points for the benefit 
of your pets, the waterwork’s carp?’ the re- 
porter ing ° 

“Not exactly, but I confess that I was think- 
ing ef the mortality that has recently taken 
place among the carp family in the reservoir.” 

“What is your opinion as to the cause of the 
mortality?” 

‘I can imagine no reason other than one 
growing out of the late freshets. The carp, it 
is true, is vegetarian by nature. Go about the 
margins of the lakes which the carp frequents 
and you will have occular demonstration of the 
fact, particularly during that portion of the 
day when the fish is feeding. You can see 
the sprigs of grass and the leaves of the wa- 
ter-lily trembling to such an extent that you 
will think a pig is causing the disturbance. 
Now, they tell me that the freshets have de- 
posited such quantities of mud along the mar- 
gins of the reservoir that every vestige of 
vegetation has disappeared.” 

‘Then you think the carp famished?”’ 

“If my premises are correct, I certainly do. 
If you will remember, it has been some weeks 
—months, indeed—since the freshets and dur- 
ing ibe time that has elapsed the carp could 
obtain no subsistence, save what animalcule 
may have existed in the water. This, I con- 
jecture, was insufficient subsistence, The carp 
is a grass feeder, a8 will be shown by post 
mortem examinations,” 

“What plan would you saggest to provide 
for the necessities of the fish?” 

“Why, artificiallygthat is by food thrown 
into the reservoir.” 

“What kind of food would you suggest?” 

“Garbage from the kitchen is good. While 

THE CARP IS A VEGETARIAN, 

it does not stickle at an occasional morsel of 
steak or chopped ham. But adequate food 
could be supplied with the waste vegetables of 
the city or, if need be, with damaged crack- 
ers. Now I think of it, it would be an excel- 
lent plan to lease the fishing privileges at the 
reservoir to parties that would supply the 
needed subsistence, It has become quite com- 
won, now-a-days, to form fishing clubs, for 
the purpose of renting ponds and lakes. If I 
am not mistaken, Mayor Hillyer is a member 
of such a club.” 

“But would not ascheme of that kind be 
objectionable at the reservoir?” 

“Why should it be? Under proper restric- 
ticns, it ccecurs to me that it would be rather 
ap advantage than otherwise. Restrict the 
fucd used to vegetables. Let them be finely 
mixed up, and let them be fed at a given place 
and as nearly in the quantity consumed as 

ossible. If possible, let the feeding be done 

y some one in charge ofthe water supply. 
Let the days for fishing be fixed, and allow 
none but men of the strictest propriety in- 
dulgein the sport. It seems to me that the 
presence of a reasonable quantity of tish would 
have the effect of purifying the water. Cer- 
tainly any number of live fish would be botter 
than the smallest. quantity of contaminating 
dead fish. The small amonnt of vegetable 
matter fed under the rigid rules I have indica- 
ted would not contaminate the smallest quan- 
tity of water. But,if the authorities will 
cause a reproduction of the grasses and other 
aquatic plants,even in a greater abundance 
than they formerly existed, they will act as so 
many purifiers of the water, besides contribu- 
ting to the subsistance of the fish. 

“You do not think that poison, or dynamite, 
has been used for the destruction of the carp?’ 

“No, I do not.” 

Commissioner Henderson was much in earn- 
est in making his suggestions.

ACTION OF THE CHAMBER OF COM- 
MERCE YESTERDAY. 


Resolutions Adopted Endorsing the Cullom Bill and 
Urging Its Passage—4 Resolation Adopted Re- 
commending the Election of Legislators 
who will Support the Commission.

The meeting of the chamber of commerce 
yesterday, held to take action regarding the 
Cullom interstate commerce bill, was a large 
and representative one. It was attended by 
many members of the chamber and also by 


many not members. 

At 11:15 o’clock President R. J. Lowry as- 
cended the rostrum and called the meeting to 
order. Hestated that the object of the meet- 
ing was to hear the report of the committee 
appointed on the 11th inst, to suggest suitable 
action regarding the Cullom bill. Secretary 
Welsh read the report, which was as follows: 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 12th, 1886.—Whereas, At an 
adjourned meeting of the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce held this 
day, to which the public. was _ invited. 
and which was largely attended by members and 
other representative citizens, the Cullom bill on 
interstate commerce, now pending in the United 
States senate, was read and discussed after care- 
ful consideration by private individuals and a 
special committee, previously appainted for the 
purpose, it was, on recommendation of said 
special committee, unanimously 

Resolved; That we, here assembled, do cordially 
approve of the said Cullom bill on interstate com- 
merce, regarding it as absolutely wise, just and 
necessary legislation, doing equal justice to both 
transportation linesand the public; and that we 
most eainestly request our representatives .in the 
United States senate and house of representa- 
tives to use every honorable@means in their power 
to secure the adoption of said bill without further 
alteration or amendment. 

Resolved, That the secretary of this chamber 
of commerce be instructed to telegraph the sub- 
stance of these resolutions to our senators and to 
the Hon. N. J. Hammond, and forward copies of 
the same to each of them by mail.

On motion of Mr. A §Hams, secondedby Mr.

HON. F. P. RICE'S RESOLUTION. 

Hon. F. P. Rice offered the following reso- 
lution: 

Resolved, That we deem it the duty of the citi- 
zens Of Georgia to advocate the passage of the 
Cullom bill, but (and) to stand by and sustain our 
railroad commissioners in all their rulings and de- 
cisions, and to send members to the next session 
of the general assembly prepared by their pledges 
and votes to sustain and strengthen, if need be, 
our railroad laws against unjust discriminations. 

In support of the resolution, Mr. Rice said 
that there was no uncertainty about one thing: 
Atlanta must move in earvest to rid herself 
of the discriminations against her. Men that 
will support the railroad commission should 
be sent to the legislature, and no others. 

Captain H. H. Colquitt seconded the resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. A. Haas wanted the word “‘but’’ changed 
to and.” 

Mr. Rice agreed to the change. 

Hon. David Mayer said that the members in 
the last legislature from Fulton county were 
to be trusted, and that he would like to see 
them returned. 

The resolution was then voted upon and 
unanimously adopted.
